The com- 
pensation to the Enumerators, is as fol- 
lows: Two cents for each Hiring in- 
habitant; two cents for each death re- 
ported; ten cents for each farm; fifteen 
cents for each manufactory, which is to 
be in full for all serrioes, and no mile- 
age or traveling expenses.

COUNTY FINANCES. 


County Treasurer Boyd prepared a 


statement for the late Grand Jury show- 
ing the actdbl cash receipts and disbnrs- 
ments of Washoe county for 1879, and 
upon the order of the Board of Com- 
missioners the same has been published 
for the information of all taxpayers. 
The statement is complete with the 
single exception that it does not show 
the exact sum drawn from the treasury 
by each county official. We will state 
that Mr. Boyd is now engaged in col- 
lecting those figures, and the JOURNAL 
will lay them before its readers in a day 
or two. There has been an nnusnal 
amount of speculation indulged in by 
outside reformers relative to the manner 
in which the affairs of Washoe have 
been managed, and the comparisons 
have always been disparaging to this 
county, when the truth is, as has always 
been claimed by the JODBNAL that all 
things considered, not even excluding 
the amount paid out of the treasury in 
illegal fees there is not a county on the 
Coast, that has had as a rule its affairs 
conducted more honestly or economi- 
cal!, and certainly there is no county 
in the State of Nevada which can come 
anywhere near making as good n show- 
ing. The report submitted by Treasurer 
Boyd is deserving of consideration from 
every taxpiyer, and will give them in- 
formation at once reliable and interest- 
ing.

all. Many of the others are lodged in 
less expensive apartments, all of which, 
however, are kept clean, warm and com- 
fortable. Tbe building is a patched up 
hotel, and yet is ample for all purposes 
required. All the laundry work, much 
of the cooking and other work is done 
by the patients, as I was informed. The 
number of keepers required is quite 
limited, and the expense of help com- 
paratively small'. Most of the vegetables 
used are raised on the place, and most 
of the field labor is performed by the in- 
mates of the asylum. The food fur- 
nished is plain and inexpensive. So, 
too, of clothing. Here are a few figures 
ta illustrate our argument, based on an 
estimate of one hundred aud forty , in- 
mates:

AT BKNO 


The State has extensive grounds, easily 
watered and capable of large agricultu- 
ral production if properly cultivated. 
Many of the inmates could be utilized 
in such cultivation, and thus most of 
vegetable expense of subsistence could 
be saved. Whether the "Bradley move- 
ment" so-called, could be made avail- 
able in the construction of a building is 
a problem for others to solve; your cor- 
respondent has never seen the pyru- 
midial structure. Should it be deter- 
mined to build of stone the material is 
there; if of wood, it can be readily and 
cheaply obtained, so that a building 
capable of accommodating two hundred 
patients could be erected and furnished 
at an expense not exceeding fifty thou- 
sand dollars. Now, if we add interest 
and insurance (10 per cent.) on five 
thousand dollars to the foregoing esti- 
mate, it gives us a gross annual expend- 
iture of $36,739 as against $55,000 
which the State is now paying—at least 
a saving of eighteen thousand dollars 
per annum, which in three years would 
pay for the construction of a suitable 
building and give our people the benefit 
of the disbursement for all time. 
v 


A WOODEN BUILDING, 


If isolated, is quite ' as safe, more 
healthy and in every respect as comfort- 
able as stone or brick, and can be built 
at half the cost of the latter; hence it 
would be advisable to use wood. Ne- 
vada does not need any ornamental 
monuments in the shape of public build- 
ings. Let them be plain and substan- 
tial—made for use and not ornament. 
Onr present State officials have cheaply 
supplied a great want of the Capitol aud 
Orphans' Home by the introduction of 
water for irrigating the grounds which 
have been considered impracticable by 
former officials. Let us hope that tbe 
next Legislature will appropriate money 
and give them power to make this much
